THE LINCOLN-GILMAN ANCESTRY 


By CLARENCE ALMON TorREY, PH.B., of Dorchester, Mass. 


In 1909 the Houghton Mifflin Company published ‘‘The Ances- 
try of Abraham Lincoln,’’ by J. Henry Lea and J. R, Hutchin- 
son, who presented evidence that Samuel Lincoln of Hingham, 
Massachusetts, immigrant ancestor of President Lincoln, was a 
son of Edward Lincoln of Hingham, England. In spite of their 
best efforts, they were unable to find any information concerning 
Edward’s wife. Their search for the baptismal record of 
Thomas Lincoln, Edward’s eldest son, was also unsuccessful. 

The late Col. Charles Edward Banks in his article, *‘The 
Emigrant Ancestor and Ancestress of Abraham Lincoln,’’* made 
very important additions to the records published by Messrs. Lea 
and Hutchinson. While in England, Col. Banks found evidence 
that Edward Linecoln’s wife was named Bridget and that their 
son Thomas was baptized Nov. 27, 1601. The purpose of this 
paper is to supply Bridget’s family name and to mention some 
of her relatives. Strange as it may seem, the records which 
identify Bridget are here in New England. 

In The New England Historical and Genealogical Register, 
vol. 15, pp. 25-27, is a copy of Daniel Cushing’s record of persons 
who came from Hingham, England, and towns adjacent. On 
page 25 is the following: 

1633. Also Nicholas Jacob with his wife and two children, and their 


cosen Thomas Lincoln, weaver, came from Old Hingham, 4 
and settled in this Hingham. ] 


This record proves that Thomas Lincoln was single in 1633 
and that he was related to Nicholas Jacob or to his wife, being 
called ‘‘cosen,’’ or, as we would say, ‘‘nephew.’’ 

In The American Genealogist, vol. 11, p. 138, evidence was 
offered that Mary, wife of Nicholas Jacob, was a sister of

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Edward Gilman, from Hingham, England, an early settler at 
Hingham, Massachusetts. 

Thomas Lincoln, who came to New England with Nicholas 
Jacob and his wife, received grants of several tracts in Hingham, 
Massachusetts. He gave one of these tracts, containing about 
half an acre, to Edward Gilman, who is ealled his ‘‘uncle’’ in 
the gift record.t Thomas Lincoln is thus identified as nephew 
both of Edward Gilman and of Nicholas Jacob’s wife. It is 
clear from the evidence here given that Bridget, mother of 
Thomas Lincoln, was a sister of Edward Gilman and of Mary 
Gilman, wife of Nicholas Jacob. 

Thomas Lincoln was an older brother of Samuel Lincoln, 
immigrant ancestor of President Lincoln. As no evidence has 
been found that Edward Lincoln, their father, had a second 
wife, it may be accepted as reasonably certain that Bridget 
(Gilman) Lineoln was also Samuel’s mother. 

The baptism of Bridget Gilman has not been found. Her 
eldest child was baptized in 1601. This implies that her mar- 
riage took place about 1600 and that she was born, presumably, 
about 1582. The Gilman line, then, is as follows: 


1. Edward Gilman of Caston, England, m. June 21, 1550, 
Rose Rysse. 

2. Edward Gilman, bapt. Apr. 20, 1557; m. ————~ ———— . 

3. Bridget Gilman, b. circa 1582; m. Edward Lincoln. 


THE TWO SAMUEL SCOFIELDS OF 
STAMFORD, CONN.

The two brothers Daniel? Scofield and John* Scofield, sons of 
the emigrant Daniel’, of Stamford, Conn., each had a son named 
Samuel, and the records concerning them have been badly con- 
fused. One left no male descendants; the other is the ancestor 
of numerous progeny, many of whom bear the Scofield name 
to-day. 

The elder of the two was the first child born to John’ and 
Hannah (Mead) Scofield, July 10, 1678, and according to the 
probate record at Fairfield, Conn., he died Jan. 20, 1706/7. He 
married Feb. 10, 1703/4, Eunice Buxton. The administrators 
of his estate, his widow Eunice Seofield and his cousin John 
Pettit, exhibited an inventory of over two hundred three pounds, 
Nov. 10, 1707, and Clement Buxton signed the widow’s bond. 


+ Hingham Proprietors Grants of Land, Book A, fol. 58, 
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On Feb. 26, 1707, Ebenezer Mead, undoubtedly Samuel’s uncle, 
gave a deed to the estate of ‘‘Samuel Scofield, Sen.’’, for land 
he had sold to him just before his decease. 

The widow Eunice Scofield married second, Aug. 11, 1709, 
Joseph*® Scofield, her first husband’s cousin, and to him she 
bore five children: Joseph, Merey, Sarah, Samuel, and Abigail. 
Had he been a brother of her first husband, as most genealogies 
of the Scofield family assert, this second marriage would have 
been considered immoral. But this was not the case, as Joseph 
was a son of Daniel” Scofield. Eunice, outliving also her second 
husband, who had died Dee. 13, 1726, herself died Feb. 18, 
1742/3. 

Samuel*® and Eunice Scofield had three children: 1. Hannah, 
b. Nov. 14, 1704; 2. Samuel, b. Dee. 12, 1705, d. Dee. 2, 1706; 
3. Eunice, b. Sept. 9, 1707. The eldest daughter Hannah, May 12, 
1719, chose Joseph Scofield as guardian, and died May 5, 1724. 
Eunice was then the only surviving child. On Dee. 12, 1726, 
as ‘‘Eunice Scofield Jr.’’, she gave her father-in-law (step- 
father) a receipt and discharged him ‘‘from any or other 
demands on the estate of Samuel Scofield, late of Stamford, 
deceased, as he the sd Joseph Scofield is or may be concerned 
therewith by marrying my mother Eunis Scofield, the present 
wife of Joseph Scofield.’’ She is probably the Eunice Scofield 
who married June 26, 1728, Elijah Seely, although in the mar- 
riage record she is called daughter of Joseph, and in a bill of 
sale from Elijah Seely and his wife Eunice to Joseph Scofield, 
eldest son of Joseph and Eunice, they speak of Joseph, Senior, 
as ‘‘our father.’’ It is noticeable, however, in this connection 
that they call the younger Joseph, not ‘‘our brother,’’ but ‘‘ his 
son.’’ 

Further evidence that the Samuel Scofield who died in 1707 
was son of John is found in Stamford deeds, Jan. 14, 1726/7, 
when land was laid out to John Seofield, Ebenezer Scofield, and 
Nathaniel Scofield, adjoining land formerly laid out to Samuel 
Scofield, deceased, being the right of their father, John Scofield, 
deceased. John, Ebenezer, and Nathaniel were the surviving 
sons of John, Senior, since Samuel was the only one then dead. 

Proof that Daniel Scofield’s son Samuel was living then and 
later is even more positive. He signed the agreement of heirs 
of his father’s estate Nov. 29, 1714, with his brothers, sisters, 
and mother, Abigail. His brother Daniel deeded him, Nov. 8, 
1736, a piece of land ‘‘that did belong to our honored father 
Daniel Scofield.’’ 

Just when he was born is unknown, but he was the third son 
and perhaps the fourth or fifth child of Daniel* and Abigail 
(Merwin) Seofield. He was probably born after 1680. His 
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father deeded him land as a gift, Jan. 28, 1708/9, and as his 
first child was born probably in 1710, the deed was almost surely 
given about the time of his marriage. 

That his first wife was Hannah Weed, daughter of John and 
Mary, born May 22, 1687, is shown in Families of Old Fairfield, 
volume I, page 653. Stamford land records furnish abundant 
evidence also, as his children several times sold Weed property ; 
and these children are named in the distribution of the estate of 
their uncle Isaac Weed. When Hannah (Weed) Scofield died 
is unknown, but Samuel Scofield married second, Feb. 28, 
1739/40, Hannah Sutherland, who survived him. He died in 
1768, between March 3 when he gave a deed of land to three of 
his grandchildren, and July 22 when his will was probated. In 
that instrument, dated Jan. 1, 1759, all his children are men- 
tioned except four who died in infancy, but before it was pro- 
bated in 1768 three others had died. 

The children of Sergeant Samuel® Scofield, as the son of 
Daniel” was called, were: 


—‘, a daughter, died April 29, 1710. 

SAMUEL, b. June 21, 1712; called Samuel Jr.; m. May 3, 1739, 
Hannah Lounsbury; died about 1786. His father gave him land 
located in Stamford at a place called Simsbury. His children 
were: Samuel, Hannah, Gideon, Mercy, Israel, Jacob, Amos, 
Ezra, and Elijah. 

3. NEHEMIAH, b. July 12, 1714; m. June 24, 1751, Martha English, by 
whom he had at least three children: Elizabeth, James, and 
Sarah. As he was dismissed by letter from the First Congrega- 
tional Church in Stamford, it is probable that he removed after 
the death of his father and further records of his family may be 
found elsewhere. 

4. JOHN, b. Sept. 28, 1716; called John 3d until about 1759, then 
John Jr.; m. March 4, 1743/4, Hannah Mills; probably died in 
1787. His will, probated Dee. 31, 1787, but dated May 24, 1776, 
names his wife Hannah and children Silvanus Jr., Epenetus, and 
John 4th. These are the three grandsons to whom Sergeant 
Samuel Scofield gave land at Simsbury (Stamford) March 3, 
1768, and to whom his administrator Samuel Jarvis also deeded 
land. 

5. Ety, b. Jan. 1, 1717; m. Oct. 3, 1753, Susannah Bell, and had two 
children: Eli and Jesse. He also received land at Simsbury 
from his father 29 March, 1764. His wife Susannah died Nov. 
11, 1765, and he died Feb. 8, 1776, 

6. HANNAH, b. Dee. 11, 1718; m. May 3, 1739/40 [sic], Joshua Louns- 
bury; died before July 22, 1768. 

7. Isaac, b. June 13, 1720; m. Jan. 2, 1745/6, Joanna Weed; died in 
1760. His widow Joanna married (2) Sept. 3, 1767, Charles 
Bishop, and died in 1788. Isaae left four children, Joanna, 
Martha, Sarah, and Isaac, of whom Joanna died before 1780, 
probably unmarried. 

8. ABRAHAM, b. May 29, 1721; died in infancy. 

9. Mary, b. Feb. 20, 1722/3; m. April 20, 1758, as his second wife, 

Roger Sutherland of Greenwich. 
10. ABRAHAM, b, Dee. 17, 1723; died Dee. 27, 1723. 
11. ABIGAIL, b. April 11, 1725; died Nov. 30, 1726. 
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12. Sarau, b. Aug. 11, 1726; m. June 8, 1743, Ezekiel Roberts, in 
Bedford. 

13. ABRAHAM, b. Dec. 20, 1727; m. (1) Nov. 22, 1752, Lois Weed, who 
died Dec. 13, 1763; m. (2) April 26, 1769, Abigail Hait; died 
in 1787. His will, dated June 27, 1787, probated just a month 
later, names his wife Abigail and children Abraham, Stephen, 
Enos, Anne, and Elizabeth. 

14, ABIGAIL, b. Dee. 27, 1730; m. June 15, 1752, Nathaniel Smith Jr., 
in Rye; died before July 22, 1768. 

15. Eizaseru, the only child by the second wife, b. Dec, 26, 1740; 
m. March 29, 1762, Simon Ingersoll of Stanwich; died July 1, 
1813. 


JOHN STRICKLAND OF LONG ISLAND 
AND HIS SONS-IN-LAW

V. The Seaman Connection 


Jordan Seaman wrote a short history in 1800 of the Seaman 
family of Hempstead and therein he states that Captain John 
Seaman married a Strickland; her parentage and first name are 
not given. In the New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Record, Vol. II (1871), pp. 149 et seq., the late Charles B. Moore 
wrote the following in a monograph on Captain John Seaman: 

It has been reported, also, that he married, first, a Miss Strictland. We 


have not the date nor any record of her marriage or decease. His neighbor, 
John Smith, did so; but we discover no verification of it as to him,.... 


Jordan Seaman’s genealogy was in the form of several broad- 
side sheets, and was used undoubtedly by Mary Powell Bunker 
in compiling her Seaman Genealogy at page 134 of her Long 
Island Genealogies. However, Mrs. Bunker’s statement reads 
that John Seaman married Elizabeth, daughter of John Strick- 
land; proof for this is not given. Mary Thomas Seaman in 
The Seaman Family in America (1928) states on page 21 that 
Captain John Seaman married first in 1644 to Elizabeth, 
daughter of John and Jane Strickland of Charlestown, Massa- 
chusetts. Furthermore she goes on to say that John Strickland 
had come to America with the first party of Bay ‘‘Coherts’’ to 
Salem in 1629, took possession of Charlestown and vicinity in 
1630 and was made freeman in 1631. In the Memorial of 
Samuel Hicks Seaman and his wife Hannah Richardson Husband 
by the same writer, she partly repeats this and cites the usual 
connections for Strickland, 
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In a discussion which the present writer had with the late 
Tunis B. Burr of Commack, N. Y., who investigated Long 
Island genealogies tnrough a long and fruitful life, the con- 
nections of John Seaman were examined. The statement of 
Jordan Seaman was purely traditional according to him, and 
the statement that Elizabeth Strickland was the daughter of 
John was felt to have been based upon the assumption of con- 
tiguity of the two men—John Seaman and John Strickland—in 
the same town at approximately the same time. There is no 
available record either in Jamaica or in Hempstead that has 
come to our attention which supports this connection, and a 
fairly diligent search has been made, not only in printed record 
but at the original sources. There is no intention of impeaching 
the supposed fact that Elizabeth Strickland did marry John 
Seaman ; however, the allegation that a daughter of John Strick- 
land married the latter must be challenged. The specific date 
given by Mary Thomas Seaman as to the marriage—1644, as well 
as other information offered, need sustaining evidences, 

{dmund Strickland, a contemporary of John, and a resident 
in 1639 of Fairfield, Connecticut, at the same time that the 
latter was a brief sojourner there, was an early resident of 
Newtown, Long Island, in 1658. James Riker jr. mentions him 
in his Annals of Newtown, N. Y., (1852) as a very early resident 
of Middleburg, which was an English colony planted on the site 
of the future Newtown. Savage in his Genealogical Dictionary 
says he was there until 1686. His connections are not ascer- 
tained, but a Jonathan Strickland of Newtown, obviously of the 
succeeding generation, may well have been his son. This Jona- 
than Strickland died intestate in 1691; the inventory of the 
estate is dated June 16, 1691, and the widow Margaret was 
appointed administratrix the 3rd Thursday in September of that 
year (New York Genealogical and Biographical Record, LXV, 
p. 118). The heirs are not mentioned, but it is reasonable to 
suppose that he had issue. The will of Peregrine Stansborough, 
yeoman, of Southampton, dated May 17, 1699, mentions his 
beloved wife Sarah, her son-in-law Jonathan Strickland; his 
daughter Mary, the wife of Jonathan Strickland, and others. 
This was probated September 2, 1702. This last Jonathan may 
have been of the third generation. 

The widow Margaret Strickland (supra), sometimes called 
Margery, has been termed on oceasion the wife of John Strick- 
land, and Jonathan Strickland has been confused with his con- 
temporary John as well. Jonathan Strickland of Jamaica (town 
records, printed, Vol. II, page 37) with wife Hannah made over 
to John Ramsden of Jamaica, December 14, 1696. Peter Strick- 
land, perhaps of this line, was a contemporary resident in Flat- 
bush and elsewhere in Kings County. The purport of all this is 
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that this second Strickland family resident on the western end 
of Long Island probably had descendants; and that the wife of 
John Seaman may well have been a daughter of Edmund Strick- 
land and putatively a sister of Jonathan Strickland. This might 
explain where Jonathan Seaman, in most lists the second son 
of John Seaman by his first wife, received his name. 

Under the circumstances, the statement that Elizabeth Strick- 
land, wife of Captain John Seaman, was a daughter of John 
Strickland requires proof not yet forthcoming; and until such is 
produced it is believed correct to say that she was very possibly 
the daughter of Edmund Strickland of Newtown, N. Y. 


VI. The Wood Ancestry in England 


That there should be two emigrants from the same shire in 
England who have the same name provides a problem for the 
genealogist; but when these two men more or less play tag 
with one another through various towns in New England and 
settle in the same places on Long Island, differentiating between 
them presents difficulties of the first magnitude. Jonas Wood, 
son of Henry and Prudence (Atkinson) Wood of Sowerby in 
the parish of Halifax, Yorkshire, and Jonas Wood, son of 
Edmund and Martha (Lum) Wood of Shelff in the same parish, 
are the two emigrants. The former is designated as ‘‘ Halifax’’ 
in Long Island records and the latter as ‘‘Oram’’ from either 
North or South Owram, towns in Halifax parish, 

The records of these two men have been under consideration 
for almost a hundred years, since Silas Wood, one of the early 
historians of Long Island, began his investigations. As was 
inevitable, the associations of the two have been sadly confused. 
An excellent résumé of the early generations of the descendants 
of these two Jonas Woods and of their individual records appears 
in the Miner Genealogy by Lillian L. (Miner) Selleck of Dan- 
bury, Connecticut, at pp. 50 and 56 et seq. Others who did a 
great deal of work include the late Horace D. Rusco of Hunting- 
ton, N. Y., who laid the first correct structural groundwork for 
the respective families; Walter A. Wood, of Racine, Wisconsin ; 
John H. Jones, author of The Jones Family of Long Island; 
William Smith Pelletreau and George Rogers Howell. The 
present writer is indebted to the kindness of many, including 
notes from the late Evelyn B. Baldwin, of Washington, D. C.; 
the late Tunis B. Burr of Commack, N. Y.; Franklyn E. 
Edwards of New York and John G. Wood of Verona, New Jersey. 

It is not proposed to construct here the genealogies of the 
descendants of the two Jonas Woods; the early generations are 
well known. However, a discussion of their respective ances- 
tries is necessary to establish that any relationship between 
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them is moderately remote, to meet the second point raised in 
the conclusion of section IV (ante, page 153). 

The following records are taken from the parish registers of 
Halifax as published by the Yorkshire Parish Register Society, 
from Halifax Wills, by E. W. Crossley, and from material in the 
Gardiner Collection in the New Jersey Historical Society in 
Newark, N. J.; histories and other records of Halifax. and the 
vicinity, too numerous to quote. 

JONAS WOOD, ‘‘HALIFAX.’’ 


The will of Richard Wood of Sowerby, dated March 14, 1552, (Reg. Test. 
xiii, 1004), probated July 8, 1553, mentions that he was a eclothier of 
Sowerby. In Halifax registers it is recorded that Richardus Wood de 
Sourby was buried March 18, 1553. He ordained Christabell, his wife, and 
his children Margaret, Agnes, Thomas, Richard his executors ‘‘to resayve 
such thinges as be owynge to me and also to paye my dettes, which dettes 
being paid, I giue the residue of all my goodes to my said wif and children; 
and that this my will may the better be accomplished I desire my brother 
John Wood and Edmund Wood, John Mawde, of Warley Wood, and Thomas 
Fournes to be oversears of the same. Thes wittenesses, John Woode, 
Edmunde Wood, Sir John Hilton, Preist.’’ 

The surname of his wife Christabell is not known. Marriages in Halifax 
registers which may refer to the children are: 


Margaret Wood to Edmund Fyrth, October 19, 1539. 

Richard Wood, of Sowerby (probably the son) to Margaret Amler, 
July 26, 1540. 

Margaret Wodd and Johannes Oldfield, February 6, 1540. 

Annes Wood and John Hebbilqwett, May 19, 1547/8. 


Of the foregoing, Richard Wood, son of Richard and Christabel Wood of 
Sowerby has credited to him probably the following children baptised at 
Halifax, either by Margaret Amler or possibly by a subsequent marriage: 


1. Thomas, bapt. April 5, 1541; conclusive record not found. 
2. Edmund, bapt. February 4, 1549, as from Sowerby; conclusive 
record not found, 
There were probably other children. 


John Wood of Sowerby, possibly son of the John Wood of Sowerby men- 
tioned as the brother of Richard Wood in the foregoing will, married 
January 19, 1539/40 to Elizabeth Barker and had at least

Edmund Wood of Sowerby, probably related to the foregoing, married 
(the marriage is not recorded at Halifax) and had 


4. John, bapt. January 4, 1547/8, as the son of Edward (although the 
present connection is probably correct). 
5. Annes, bapt. January 29, 1549/50. 
And possibly 
6. John (although this may be the next generation), bapt. February 9, 
1566/7. 


Gilbert Wood of Sowerby, whose relationship to the foregoing is still not 
known, married June 2, 1539 at Halifax to Margaret Gledehyll. Their 
children included 
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7. Thomas, bapt. April 8, 1540. 

8. John, bapt. August 21, 1541. 

9. Elizabeth, bapt. August 21, 1552.* 
10. Alice, bapt. January 24, 1554, 

11. Grace, bapt. August 12, 1557. 

12. Isabel, bapt. August 24, 1559.

This would account for the fact that the name of ‘‘Oram’’ appears as a 
distinctive appellation in the Long Island, N. Y., branch of the family. 
Edmund Wood of North Owram and Shelff(e), presumed son of Richard 
Wood of Halifax, married 1, September 15, 1572, Alyce Edwards; 2, on May 
4, 1573, Jenet Hurst; and probably 3, on October 13, 1583, Margaret Heird.

From these English connections of the two Jonas Woods it 
will be observed that while the lines are seriously defective, the 
evidence at hand tends to show strongly that the two men were 
by no means closely related. If Edmund Wood was grandson 
of Richard of Halifax, which at present seems a reasonable 
supposition, the said Richard could not have been of closer 
relationship to James Wood of Sowerby than to have been a 
brother; and as the latter seems to have had a brother of that

+ The first two were evidently by a former wife. 
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name not to be identified with Richard of Halifax, this makes 
the degree of cousinship still more remote. It is not usually 
found that fourth cousins are exactly aware of their relationship. 
It may well be that they had the impression—because of identity 
of name and of close sources of origin—that they were related. 
However, this would not necessarily preclude Jonas Wood 
‘‘Oram’’ from serving on a jury when Jonas Wood ‘‘ Halifax’’ 
was a party to an action at law. (Cf. Reinsch, ante.) 


VII. The Matthews Connection 


The given name of the daughter of John Strickland who mar- 
ried Samuel Matthews is likewise unascertained. She had died 
before he made his will, February 4, 1695. In this he states 
that he is well stricken in years, and mentions his children: 
Samuel, who received his land, livestock, gun, sword and bible; 
Susan and Mary. He mentions also Mary’s children, Samuel, 
Ruth and Joseph, although their surname is not given. He 
makes a gift of pewter to Hope Carpenter and to Joseph and 
Jonathan Wood. The executors were Joseph Wood and Hope 
Carpenter; the witnesses, John Bayleys and Andrew Alexander. 
(New York Genealogical and Biographical Record, UXV, p. 120.) 

It is generally held that Hope Carpenter married Mary, 
daughter of Robert Ashman. In his will, dated January 8, 
1712, proved March 23, 1712, Carpenter mentions children whose 
names differ from those listed above as grandchildren of Samuel 
Matthews; therefore he was probably not a son-in-law of the 
latter. Yet there seems to be a connection of some sort, perhaps 
explained in the following. 

The senior John Rhodes of Jamaica made his will July 4, 
1685, which was proved October 13, 1685 (Liber A of Convey- 
ances, Queens County, N. Y., p. 15); and therein he mentions 
his sons-in-law John Wood and John Carpenter. This John 
Wood is considered the son of Timothy Wood of St. George’s 
Manor, Queens County, N. Y., son of Edmund and Martha 
(Lum) Wood. Other children of Timothy Wood include Jonas, 
Joseph, and probably Timothy. Of these, Joseph is without 
much question the executor of Samuel Matthews’ will and per- 
haps was his son-in-law—that is, the husband of Mary Matthews, 
and father of the grandchildren mentioned in the will. The 
other son-in-law of John Rhodes, John Carpenter, was a brother 
of Hope Carpenter; this provides a circle of associations which 
may give clues for further connections.* 

* Many of the connections of the descendants of Timothy Wood are obscure. His son 
John (the son-in-law of John Rhodes) is claimed as the ancestor of Jonathan Wood of 
Huntington, New York, a weaver, who received a grant of land from that town in 1687. 
This Jonathan Wood is identified as the one who died at Wilton, Conn., February 6, 


1726/7, and who had a son Jonathan by wife Mary Titus. The latter was of Ridgefield 
and Wilton, and descendants for the most part were resident of Connecticut. Another 
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VIII. The Smith Connection 


Through research conducted by Mr, James F. Morton of Pat- 
erson, New Jersey, Mr. Combes, Town Historian of Hempstead, 
N. Y., and Mr. Arthur 8. Wardwell, of Brooklyn, N. Y., the 
connections of certain Smiths resident in Hempstead and in 
Jamaica, New York, in the early part of the seventeenth century 
have been in great part clarified and delimited, 

John Smith, son-in-law of John Strickland, has been proven 
to be the one characterized as ‘‘Blue’’ in the records of Hemp- 
stead township. He was one of the earliest residents of that 
place and a contemporary of John Smith ‘‘Rock,’’ from whom 
he was distinguished not only by the above appellation but 
occasionally as ‘‘junior’’ in contrast to the other’s ‘‘senior.”’ 
Subsequently, several other John Smiths appear in the vicinity, 
and the ubiquity of the name compelled the town clerk of 
Hempstead to classify them by their current nicknames. It is 
fortunate that this was done, otherwise the problem of dis- 
entangling one John Smith from another would be insuperable. 

John Smith ‘‘Blue’’ is of record in various town lists and in 
the official rate list of 1683. He was a shoemaker, and attained 
to a position of some prominence in the community. He was 
elected constable April 1, 1676; and was one of four delegates 
sent to the Governor at New York to treat concerning the town 
lands. 

His relationship to John Strickland is cited in the published 
tabulation and synopsis of official documents on file with the 
Secretary of State at Albany, N. Y., and this reference is 
extended in the printed Town Records of North and South 
Hempstead, Vol. I, p. 331 and in those following, and at p. 360. 
In the documents listed by the Secretary of State are warrants 
to the constable of Hempstead to summon Robert Williams and 
John Ellison to answer the complaint of John Smith, Mr. Strick- 
land’s son-in-law, at the Jamaica Court of Sessions, June 3, 
1678. (27:121.) In the subsequent litigation this John Smith 
is called John Smith ‘‘ Blue’’ and John Smith ‘‘Junior.’’ From 
the latter it is inferred as stated, that this was to distinguish him 
from John Smith, ‘* Rock.”’ 

A John Smith ‘‘Junior’’ died March 12, 1683, but the inven- 
tory of his estate, together with the continued appearance of 
John Smith ‘‘Blue’’ in Hempstead town records, show that these 


report is that the senior Jonathan came from Rhode Island, which remains to be cor- 
roborated. Jonas Wood, son of Timothy Wood, made his will March 26, 1726, which 
was proved January 13, 1732. Mr. Arthur S. Wardwell reports that he married Deborah, 
daughter of Hendrick and Marretje (van Dyck) Wiltsee and had John (born in 1687, 
married Deborah Smith of Jamaica), Jonas, Daniel, Timothy, Susanna, Deborah and 
Mary. Certain descendants of the latter removed to Ulster County, N. Y. Members of 
this family also settled at Oyster Bay, New York, where a John Wood appears as a close 
friend of Richard Willetts. His children appear to have been John, James, Jeremiah, 
Jonathan and William. Repetition of family names in all these branches is obvious. 
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were not identical. This John Smith ‘‘Junior’’ is believed to 
be son of John Smith ‘* Rock.’’ 

The Hempstead Land Reports of 1727-1742 (printed town 
records, vol. VIII) mention lands transferred to Abel Smith 
from the property of John Smith ‘‘Junior’’ and John Smith 
‘*Blue,’’ junior. Abel Smith appears with others in the Hemp- 
stead, New York, 1698 Census in the family of a John Smith 
who presumably had a wife Sarah (unfortunately this record 
gives no nickname for John Smith); and he is without question 
the Abel Smith who married (second) Deborah Udall at Jamaica, 
January 15,1715.* Abel Smith was born in 1671, and therefore 
he was a youth in the family of John Smith in 1698. 

It may be inferred from the foregoing that Abel Smith was a 
descendant of John Smith ‘‘Blue.’’ In Queens’ County Deeds, 
Liber 2, at p. 253 appears a statement concerning ‘‘land mostly 
laid out to John Smith Blue now in possession of Abel Smith,’’ 
reinforeing this conclusion. From the dates it is reasonable to 
suppose that he was grandsonf of John Smith ‘‘Blue,’’ and that 
the family in the census included members of both antecedent 
generations. If the wife of John Smith ‘‘Blue’’ (senior) is the 
Sarah Smith recorded in the 1698 Census, it would provide the 
given name of this daughter of John Strickland. 


IX. Other Connections and Conclusion 


The relationship of Henry Howard to John Strickland is at 
this writing still unsolved. He may have been the child of a 
deceased daughter. 

A significant statement in the original will is that John 
Strickland gave the remainder of his estate to be divided equally 
among his grandchildren, that is to say, the children that had 
been borne of his daughters and that were then living. The 
sense of this is very clearly that he had no sons. The children 
of Thwaite Strickland were living at the time; and an explana- 
tion is certainly required, if Thwaite Strickland was the son of 
John, why these were not included. There is no disposal of 
any of the estate to Thwaite Strickland or to any other male 
Strickland, nor have an, ‘eds or other instruments come to the 
writer’s attention which y» ‘4 show that John and Thwaite 
Strickland were related. The only explanation which may be 
offered is that John had settled upon Thwaite his share of an 
estate before coming to Long Island. The dubiousness of this 
is apparent, inasmuch as the fortunes of adventurers in those

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days were highly uncertain, and the difficulty of determining a 
satisfactory settlement under the circumstances would be great. 
To eut Thwaite or his heirs off so summarily in the will, con- 
sidering there were no other sons of record, would have been 
tantamount to inviting a contest to break the will. No such 
contest was ever recorded. 
In conclusion, the issue of John Strickland by his wife, name 

unknown, were:

V. Origin of the Ingoldsby Family 


We have presented in the foregoing sections, records of the 
James and Ingoldsby families which show that Rev. John James 
had two children who left numerous descendants in America; 
that his son, Rev. Thomas James, married Olive Ingoldsby, 
daughter of Rev. Anthony; and that Rev. Anthony Ingoldsby 
of Fishtoft and William Ingoldsby of Frieston, Lincolnshire, 
were brothers. Rev. John James in his will called Rev. Anthony 
Ingoldsby his brother, and it is possible that Mrs. Alice James 
was sister of Anthony and William. 

It is believed that Anthony and William were sons of the 
George Ingoldsby, gent., who was buried at Fishtoft on 3 Jan. 
1591/2, a supposition which is strengthened by the will of 
William Ingoldsby who, although resident in Frieston, desired 
to be buried in Fishtoft ‘‘amongst my kindred.’’ 

Information concerning the Ingoldsby family will be found 
in the Visitation of Buckinghamshire, 1634, pp. 75-76; the Visi- 
tation of Northamptonshire, 1564, pp. 28-29; and The Geneal- 
ogist, new series, vol. 3, pp. 136-138. Richard and Winifred 
(Greenway) Ingoldsby of Lenthenborough, co. Bucks, are stated 
to have had three sons, Francis, George, and John, and a 
daughter Alice who married — Courtney. This George, by 
estimation, was of the proper generation to make identification 
with George of Fishtoft possible. Francis was father of Sir 
Richard Ingoldsby of Lenthenborough. The parish registers of 
Buckingham were searched, 1558-1600, and the following 
Ingoldsby entries found:

It will be noted that Francis Ingoldsby was buried on 3 Nov. 
1579, and John on 22 June 1583, but that the burial of their 
brother George is not recorded prior to 1600. This omission is 
explained if he was the George who was buried at Fishtoft, 
3 Jan. 1591/2. It will also be noted that Richard [son of 
Francis] had the following children recorded prior to 1600: 
Dorothy, bapt. 12 July 1582, m. Christopher Pigot; Ann, bapt. 
1/?] Aug. 1586; Francis, bapt. 27 May 1589, bur. 8 Apr. 1599; 
Richard, bapt. 23 Apr. 1592; Susanna, bapt. 10 Apr. 1597; and 
Francis, bapt. 4 Aug. 1599, bur. 20 Jan, 1599/1600. 

The following extracts are from ‘‘Memoirs of several persons 
and families who, by females are allied to, or descended from, 
the Protectorate-House of Cromwell,’’ by Mark Noble, Birm- 
ingham, 1784, vol. 2, pp. 216-218: 

The Ingoldsbys were originally of Lancashire, and took their name from 
“ manor in that county; they resided at Lenthenborough, or Lenborough, 
in Bucks, for several generations. 

Sir Richard Ingoldsby, the elder, seems, from extracts of the register 
of Lenthenborough, given by Willis, to have had several children, Dorothy, 
baptized july 12, 1582, and married may 28, 1602, to sir Christopher Pigot, 


of Dodderhall, knt..... after sir Christopher’s death she was married 
august 18, 1616, at Adstock, in Buckinghamshire, to Simeon Stewart, 
ae Martha, another daughter of sir Richard Ingoldsby, was mar- 


ried to John Pissey, esq, at Lenthenborough, may 18, 1637. 


We eall attention to the fact that the above writer, although 
giving Dorothy’s baptism, fails to give that of Martha; also, the 
baptismal records which we obtained from Buckingham do not 
include Martha among the children of Richard prior to 1600; 
and finally, Martha’s marriage occurred in 1637, rather late for 
a daughter of Sir Richard. It would seem possible that Mr. 
Noble merely took it for granted that Martha was a daughter 
of Sir Richard because she was married at Lenthenborough and 
beeause Sir Richard was the only Ingoldsby of that place who 
was old enough to be her father. 

Now Martha Ingoldsby, daughter of William of Frieston, 
Lincolnshire, and proved niece of Rev, Anthony Ingoldsby, Sr., 
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was baptized 9 Aug. 1614, and in the will of her sister Grace was 
called the wife of John Pishey. The will of Grace was made 14 
Jan. 1637, by which 1637/8 was probably meant. That was eight 
months after the marriage at Lenthenborough of Martha 
Ingoldsby to John Pissey, as stated in Mr. Noble’s book. The 
coincidence is rather too startling ; and we suggest that Mr. Noble 
was mistaken in attributing this marriage to a daughter of Sir 
Richard Ingoldsby and that it really pertains to the daughter 
of Mr. William Ingoldsby of Frieston, If we are correct in this 
supposition, which seems very probable, it definitely means that 
Rev. Anthony and his brother William were closely related to 
the manorial family of Lenthenborough, and that Martha was 
married at the home of her relatives. While proof is still lacking, 
it is likely that Anthony and William were sons of George, 
second son of Richard and Winifred (Greenway) Ingoldsby. 
This George, we repeat, was brother of Francis, who was the 
father of Sir Richard. 

It is believed that the above theory might be proved by further 
research in England.

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William Henry Moore and his Ancestry With Accounts of the Moore 
Families in the American Colonies, 1620-1780. By L. Effingham de Forest, 
M.A., J.D., and Anne Lawrence de Forest. The de Forest Publishing 
Company, New York, 1934. Large octavo, 564 pp. Indexed. 

If volumes of family history have been published recently 
more satisfactory in style and content than those issued in the 
past few years by the de Forests, the present reviewer has not 
seen them. The Moore volume, compiled for the sons of William 
Henry Moore, and published in a limited edition of 150 copies, 
is a model example of genealogical printing and binding, and 
bears witness to the amount of research which went toward the 
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compilation of the contents. The illustrations and maps are 
exceptionally fine and completely in harmony with the text, 

Only the first 167 pages relate to the family from which 
William Henry Moore was descended. The account begins with 
Alexander Moore of New York City, and so completely are 
environmental details set forth, that this chapter becomes a first- 
rate piece of historical writing, of interest to anyone who wishes 
to learn about New York in the early part of the 18th century. 
There is no direct proof that Alexander’s son Henry was iden- 
tical with Henry Moore (d. 1762) of Simsbury, Conn., from 
whom the line is traced down to the present, but a full discus- 
sion shows the circumstantial evidence on which the authors 
based their conclusion that he was. This conclusion is neces- 
sarily a matter of opinion. Family letters add much of interest 
to the account of later generations. 

The remainder of the volume preserves records of a large 
number of Moore and More families which were collected in the 
course of the attempt to prove the parentage of Henry Moore 
and to learn the antecedents of Alexander Moore of New York. 
This makes the volume a valuable source book for all American 
Moores, because the search was made in all thirteen colonies and 
all the families traced to about 1730, some of them much more 
thoroughly than in previous accounts, 

It is not to be expected, however, that the research was 
exhaustive as to many of the unrelated families of the name. 
The reviewer notes that Joseph Moore of Southampton, N. Y., 
son of Rev. John of Newtown, N. Y., is credited with but one 
wife, Sarah Halsey (page 303). The marriage is recorded at 
Jast Hampton, on 26 Oct. 1704, of Mr. Joseph More of Mecox 
to Mrs. Ruth Harris. She was apparently widow of Thomas 
Harris and daughter of Rev. Thomas James; and since Joseph 
Moore’s daughters Ruth and Abigail, who were unmarried when 
he made his will in 1723, had not been born at the time of the 
1698 census, at which date Sarah (Halsey) Moore was already 
forty years old, there is some likelihood that these two daughters 
were by the second wife, Mrs. Ruth Harris. This recorded mar- 
riage has been overlooked by all writers on this family, probably 
because Joseph Moore in his will named his wife Sarah, which 
led to the belief that he had but one wife. The proper inter- 
pretation would seem to be that he had three wives, the first 
and third both being named Sarah; and this interpretation is 
borne out by the terms of Mr. Moore’s will, which gave to his 
wife Sarah ‘‘all that she brought with her,’’ specifically certain 
articles of bedding and furniture, her own clothes, and £50. 

Many Moores will welcome the account of the family of 
Richard More of the Mayflower, which brings together compactly 
all that has previously appeared in various printed sources. 
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Someday, a line from this family will be proved, and then what 
a rush of Moores will assail the doors of the Mayflower societies! 
On page 491, in a list of Moore emigrants to New England and 
Virginia (with references to sources), a ———— More on the 
Mayflower is listed on the authority of Banks in The Planters 
of the Commonwealth, with the footnote comment, ‘‘ Not given 
elsewhere, and no such passenger known.’’ The reviewer has 
not studied this question, but The Mayflower Descendant in 1933 
(vol. 31, p. 5), in its official list of Mayflower passengers, names 
Richard, Jasper, Ellen, and ———— More, the nameless one 
being a boy. Hence, whatever the facts in the matter, Col. Banks 
does not seem to be alone in his statement. 


Society of the Cincinnati: Rules of the State Societies for Admission 
to Membership. Compiled by Edgar Erskine Hume, Assistant Secretary 
General. Published by the Society, Washington, 1934. Pamphlet, 69 pp. 

A useful booklet, which contains not merely the present regu- 
lations, but a brief history, of each of the State Societies. Some 
of them became dormant and practically extinct, in the period 
between 1800 and 1835, because of the dying out or removal to 
the West of the descendants of the Cincinnati in the eldest male 
line, or lack of interest on the part of those entitled to join. 
Between forty and fifty years ago, the moribund Societies were 
reorganized, the rules of most of them liberalized so as to admit 
members when necessary who did not descend through the eldest 
male line, and today it is considered a high honor to be a mem- 
ber of the Society of the Cincinnati, with its historie association 
with Washington and the officers of the Revolution. 


John Grosvenor of Roxbury, Mass. His family and Ancestry. By Win- 
throp Haight Hopkins. The Tuttle Company, Rutland, Vt., 1984, 
Pamphlet, 27 pp. 

Well written and well thought out, this booklet contains a 
study of the early English Grosvenor and Gravenor families of 
Cheshire and Shropshire. The printed sources on which the 
study is largely based are handled with judgment and discrimi- 
nation, and the conclusions reached with regard to the ancestry 
of John Grosvenor, the Massachusetts settler, are based on 
eareful reasoning and are convincing to genealogically-minded 
readers.

These baptisms were 
printed in the History of the New London Church, but com- 
pletely unindexed; and to add to the difficulty of locating 
desired entries of a given surname, the Christian names were 
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strangely printed in capitals, the surnames in small type. This 
index supplies a long-felt need.

Mr. Abell has been engaged for some vears in studies con- 
nected with his ancestry. The Abell and Treadway booklets 
present much valuable data not to be found elsewhere. Consid- 
erable original research was done, although printed sources were 
followed to some extent in tracing the allied lines. Complete 
references are given to sources utilized; not all of these sources 
are of the first grade, resulting in some inaccuracies in the 
account of the allied families. On page 21, Jacob and Elizabeth, 
included among the children of Ananias Conkling, belonged to 
his brother John, as the will of John proves. Peter Tallman is 
said (page 72) to have been from Hambrough, that being the 
spelling employed in the record quoted in vol. 69 of The New 
England Gen. and Hist, Register; in vol. 85 of that periodical, 
a further account is given, showing that Hamburg, Germany, 
was the place of Tallman’s origin. The mistake made in prac- 
tically all printed sources, assigning Sarah Charles as wife of 
the first William Backus, is here followed (page 10); the will 
of the second William Backus (husband of Elizabeth Pratt) 
proves conclusively that Sarah Charles was his first wife and the 
mother of his older children, since it mentions their legacy from 
their grandfather Charles. 

The aceount given of the first William Hedges (page 34) is 
not entirely accurate. It was not he, but one Tristram Hedges 
or Hodges who was an inhabitant of Southampton, L. I., in 1644 
[Southampton Town Records, vol. 1, p. 32]. It was not William, 
but his son Stephen, who was Constable, Feb. 1663/4 [East 
Hampton Town Records, vol. 1, p. 212]. Daniel, of the third 
generation, died at Southampton in 1734 [New York Wills, 
vol. 3, p. 160]. 

The great value of these booklets resides chiefly in the records 
given of the Abell and Treadway families, on which a consid- 
erable amount of research was done. The account of some of 
the allied families could have been improved by relying less upon 
secondary sources, particularly those of the poorer type, and by 
going directly to the primary sources, many of which, such as 
the records of the Long Island towns, are accessible in print. 
We have never seen clearer or finer examples of multigraphing 
than in these booklets, which are entirely satisfactory as to 
indexing, paper, binding, and type.
